The Romulus ad- 
ministration favors a “broad 
based approach to serving the 
citizens” with the city’s 
$400,000 in revenue sharing 
funds. 

“We’d like to spread the 
money over many needed 
services,” Mayor Hyle J. 
Carmichael said. “I think a 
broad-based approach to 
solving the city’s needs is 
more acceptable to the federal 
government than plunking 
down in one area while 
ignoring the others.

after much study, and hope 
the city council agrees with 
our interpretation fo the city’s 
needs.” 

CARMICHAEL RE* 
LEASED A PLAN WHICH 
included $71,000 for public 
safety; with $51,000 in revenue 


sharing funds for expanded 
police protection in the city 
already approved by the 
council; $5,200 for court 
equipment and other fur- 
nishings, and $15,000 for 
protective inspections by the 
city’s building department. 

Transportation proposals 
came to $55,000, including 
$50,000 for the purchase of a 
road grader for the city’s 
unpaved roads and $5,000 for 
traffic control equipment.

Judge adds district 
to forced bus plans 


Six additional school 
districts in Western Wayne 
County have been added to a 
metropolitan school in- 
tegration busing system 
devised by U.S. District Judge 
Stephen J. Roth. 

Added to the proposed 
metro-wide busing plan are 
Livonia. Romulus, Inkster, 
Westwood, Van Buren and 
riymoutn. 

Roth's latest busing edict 
came yesterday when he 
ordered that all remaining 41 
districts in Wayne, Oakland 
and Macomb counties — with 
the exception of the city of 
Pontiac — be tacked on to his 
June, 1972 school integration 
busing order. 

IN THE 1972 busing order, 
Roth included 43 tri-county 
school districts. The latest 
court-ordered busing plan now 
includes all districts within 
the Western Wayne County 
area 

While adding the remaining 
districts to his forced busing 
plan, the judge also ordered 
that the Wayne and Oakland 
intermediate school boards be 
added to the case. 

Appeals before the Sixth 
Circuit Court of Appeals and 
the U.S. Supreme Court 
already are underway, and at 
the Congressional level by 
U.S. Rep. William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) and U.S. Senator 
Robert Griffin. 

Van Buren Township School 
Supt. Dale E. Kaulitz said that 
he will confer with Attorney 
John MacDonald about the 
court’s decision. 

“I THINK THE inclusion of 
the Van Buren School District 
in the school integration battle 
is a compliance on the part of 
the U.S. District Court to the 
ruling of the U.S. Sixth Court 
of Appeals which ordered 
Judge Roth to give the 41 
school systems an opportunity 
to be heard in the case,” he 
added 

“I do not believe that the 
Van Buren School District in 
the long run will be included in 
cross-district busing,” he 
said. 

He pointed out that the 
appeals court decision stated 
that any school district that 
might be affected by an in- 
tegration plan “must first be 
made a party to this litigation 
and afforded an opportunity to 
be heard.” 

The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP), which 
initiated the school integration 
suit in 1970, is not asking that 
the busing plan be expended 
beyond those school systems 
which were included in Roth’s 
original metropolitan school 
integration order a year ago, 
Kaulitz said 

THE NAACP, however has 
requested Judge Roth to place 
some -restrictions on the 
suburban school systems 
outsidfe the busing area so they 
will not be able to build new 
classrooms to attract families

City council may approve another 
sheriff road patrol protection unit

The Romulus City Council is 
expected to approve the ad- 
dition of a fourth unit of the 
Wayne County Road Patrol to 
the city’s police force 
tomorrow night. 

Six members of the city 
council gave their tentative 
approval Monday night on 
spending another $207,000 in 
public safety to add a fourth 
car to the city’s full-time 
police force.

Addition of the unit will 
bring the city’s total police 
strength of road patrol 
deputies assigned to Romulus 
to 32, and insures residents 
that four cars will be patroling 
the 36-square mile community

24-hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

“IT WAS BADLY needed,” 
said one councilman. ”1 
checked with the undersheriff 
(Loren Pitman, Wayne 
County Undersheriff), and he 
said that crime is on the in- 
crease all over. 

“I asked him if the third unit 
we recently added cut down 
the crime rate he told me ’no,’ 
because crime is increasing as 
fast as they can get units on 
the road.” 

The council gave its ap- 
proval to adding a third road 
patrol unit last July. At that 
time, the addition unit brought 
the city's total expenditure for 
police protection to $621,000. 

Another addition will cause 
Romulus to spend $828,000 for 
public safety. 

MAYOR HYLE J. Car- 
michael was pleased with the 
council action. 

“It is badly needed,” he 
said. “We’ve had the money 
for the fourth unit hidden in 
the budget for sometime now, 
and it’s about time we acted 
on it.” 

The mayor was a bit sen- 
sitive to criticism of the city's 
policy to contract out for 
sheriff road patrol units 
rather than implementing its 
own police force 

“People seem to want their 
own Romulus police force,” he 
said “I don’t know why, 
because w f e get excellent 
service from the Wayne 
County Sheriff - serv ice that is 
not reflected in the addition of 
units to the police protection. 

“FOR INSTANCE, we have 
the full facilities of the 
sheriff’s detective bureau and 
its crime lab. and there is an 
understanding between the 
city and the sheriff that any 
cars heading for southwestern 
Wayne County should pass 
through Romulus on their way 
to duty 

“That means cars assigned 
to Van Buren, Sumpter and 


Huron townships head through 
Romulus to and from work 
with orders to keep their eyes 
open for anything out of the 
usual.” 

Carmichael said that 
contracting to the sheriff for 
police protection has added 
benefits - such as not having to 
worry about absent patrolmen 
and time in court for officers. 

“It means we have four cars 
on the road at all times with 
our man per car in daylight 
hours and two men during the 
afternoon and midnight sifts,” 
the mayor said. “There’s no 
holding back cars because one 
of the patrolmen is sick and no 
downtime because the officers 
have to go to court.” 

Carmichael said that it will 
take a few weeks for the road 
patrol to get on the road in 
Romulus once the city council 
approves the expenditure of 
funds.

Defendent in suit hears 
'nothing' about complaint

The defendent in a $100,000 
libel suit filed by the mayor of 
Romulus has not yet heard an 
official word on the complaint 
filed Aug. 31 

When asked for a comment 
on the suit, w hich charges him 
with having "maliciously 
contrived to injure plaintiff 
(Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael) 
and his good name, fame and 
credit", Gary Bingamen said: 
*‘I haven't heard anything 
about the suit, except ior w hat 
was printed in the Romulus 
Roman ” 

Bingamen, a candidate for 
city clerk in the Nov. 6 general 
election, said he thought the 
suit “was political in na’ure." 

•i WAS AMAZED to read 
the story in the paper,” he 
said.” “it appeared five days 
after the suit was filed, and 1 
was not informed. ^ 

“Evidently, it’s political, 
because I haven't heard from 
Mayor Carmichael or his 
attorney, and they want 
damages from me for some 
alleged misdeed ” 

Bingamen was charged w ith 
writing an article in the 
“Romulus News’’ — a 
publication believed to have 
been put out by members of 
the Troutt team of election 
candidates — which was en- 
titled “Mayor Lives It Up On 
Public Funds." 

In one section, Bingamen is 
quoted as writing: “I am left 
with some very personal 

opinions of their (the Car- 
michael administration’s) 
political shenanigans which 
could indicate something less 
than purity.” 

THE SUIT contends the 
statement, and others in- 
cluded in the article, were 
contrived to discredit Car- 
michael and his slate of in- 
cumbent administration 
candidates. 

Bingamen contends the 
article was intended to 
question expenditures under 
examination in a state audit of 
the 1970-71 city books 
“I was just questioning 
where the funds spent on such 
things as parties and liquor 
went," Bingamen said. 
“Naturally, I wasn't at- 
tempting to do damage, but 
was intending as a citizen of 
the community to point out 
discrepencies in an audit of 
the city’s books 
Bingamen said he will take 
no action concerning the suit 
until he is officially notified. 

“I HAVEN’T seen a sub 
poena or a summons to court, 
so guess I’m not affected by il 
yet,” he added “If I get some 


sort of notice. I’ll consult with 
Terry Troutt (Mayor can- 
didate) and some lawyer 
friends to see what I can do 
about it, but until them, 
there’s nothing to worry 
about " 


One local lawyer said the 
suit may never reach trial, 
even though it’s filed in the 
Wayne County Circuit Court. 

“It's common practice," 
said the attorney.

(Continued from Page A*l) 
portion of the budget, with the 
entire amount being sent to 
the city’s “help center” for 
improved services in drug 
abuse prevention and treat- 
ment. 

The mayor included $100,000 
for the maintenance of public 
parks and facilities, including 
private park police protection. 

ANOTHER $1,000 was 
appropriated to the public 
library for construction of 
shelving for more books. 

The mayor proposed to 
appropriate $145,000 for 
construction of a new city dog 
pound building, and fur- 
nishings and for paving the 
parking lot at the Romulus 


Department of Public Works 
building, which is now- un- 
dergoing renovation. 

A final allocation of $18,000 
was proposed for the purchase 
of vehicles authorized by the 
city council. 

Before the money is spent, 
the Romulus City Council will 
have to vote on the allocation 
proposals. 

NO DATE has been set for a 
meeting between the ad- 
ministration and the council. 

The proposal for ex- 
penditures was drawn up to 
comply with federal govern- 
ment regulations requiring a 
detailed list of expenditure 
proposals to be published 
before this weekend.

“We know there are people 
oul there in need of help,” he 
told the Roman last week, 
“and it has been my ex- 
perience that as soon as help is 
available, they’ll come."

Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael 
was in agreement with 
spending the city funds for the 
program 

“If it helps one person, it’s a 
success," Carmichael said. 
“The directors of the Help 
Center have been working 
diligently to improve social 
conditions in Romulus so far, 
and I see success for them on 
the horizon with the approval 
of a fund donation from the 
city.” 

Melnick was likewise happy 
at the council giving its 
concensus of opinion in favor 
of the grant 

"WE FEEL THE council is 
very wisely taking the needs 
and concerns of the people of

LANSING — Political protocol and the 
suspicion of tokenism raised twin barriers in the

The historic agreement between the parties

Rep Dennis 0 Cawthorne. R-Mamstee, the 
GOP floor leader in the House, said the proposed 
closed primary would disenfranchise the large 
bodv of independent voters in Michigan. 

He was followed by Rep Lauren D. Anderson. 
R Waterford, who charged that the proposals are 
just enough to make the gutraged electroate 
believe reform is on the way, but does nothing 
about financing. 

DEMOCRATS FEAR that it means the party is 
trying to step between them and their con- 
stituents. 

And most legislators of both parties are suf- 


fering bent noses because the package was 
negotiated by organizational leaders without 
consulting the people who will have to vote on 
them. 

Democratic State Chairman Morley Winograd 
and Republican State Chairman William F 
McLaughlin both said they had briefed their 
tigers in the legislature before taking the 
package into a press conference. 

Both said they will be getting into campaign 
financing later but lawmakers said this facet of 
reform is so overriding that it should be handled 
first 

••LET’S GET into this thing and deal with the 
nitty gritty problem of financing," said An- 
derson 


Anderson sees a growing political chasm 
between the people and the politicians and 
charges that the reforms on the table do nothing 
to improve matters. 

i don’t see any alternative to getting into the 
financing thing, to legislating honesty and in- 
tegrity if we have to do it,” he said 

‘There’s a big difference right now between 
the promise and the performance, between the 
i political) brochure and the facts.” 

ANDERSON PROPOSED that no candidate be 
allowed to receive or spend cash on his cam- 
paign. that only checks and other traceable 
documents be used — and an accurate pre- 
election report be issued 


“Let’s find out who’s pulling the strings, let’s 
lay it out for people so they will know who’s 
supporting whom and who’s buying what.” 

The joint package now contains a closed 
primary, requiring all voters to identify them- 
selves with a party; appointment of the now- 
elective State Board of Education, more voting 
machines in the precincts, changes in the filling 
of Michigan Supreme Court seats. 

Cawthorne zeroed in on the proposed closed 
primary, charging it would require voters to 
identify their party or not vote He said it would 
reduce citizen participation in politics. 

•‘THIS WOULD make political decision- 
making even less accessible to the average 


person at the time when disillusionment with the 
political system is reaching a new high,” he said. 

“The present system (open primary) should 
not be overthrown because of a single example 
extracted from 35 years of otherwise satisfac- 
tory experience with the open primary system.” 

He referred to the May 16, 1972 presidential 
primary in which Alabama Gov George C. 
Wallace ran as a Democrat and won 51 per cent 
of the vote, with the help of Republican 
crossovers. 

Figures used in 1970 by Gov. William G. 
Milliken state that Michigan’s political structure 
is 45 per cent Democratic, 25 per cent 
Republican and 30 per cent independent. 

If the figures still hold, a closed primary would 
favor the Democrats. 

But even with arm-linking at the top of the

The strike dilemma 
haunts our schools 


U.S. Chamber official says: 

Liberals are first to deny speech 


'...are people entitled to hear all points 
of view on a controversial issue?' 
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When streets

In a recent survey of his constituents in the 15th ditrict. 
Congressman William D Ford learned that 44 percent of 
those who responded to his questioning listed crime and 
drugs as the chief menace to our way of life. 

“It is obvious that my constituents see the drug menace 
and street crime as a joint problem, and a major problem— 
an analysis I agree with,” Ford related to this newspaper. 

While much has been said and written about the crime 
problem in this richest free society in the world, I’d like to 
share some thoughts on the crime dilemma 

DURING THE LABOR DAY weekend I spent three won- 
derful days in Toronto, some 240 miles east of Windsor— a 
city famous for hockey and hospitality. 

I heard from others about the dynamic growth of Toronto 
as the fasting growing city in North America, and its cultu^l 
mood 

What impressed me the most about Toronto was the 
apparent friendly atmosphere and the safe feeling when 
walking the streets of the city’s crowded downtown business 
section. 

And in a way. the safe feeling reminded me of the days 
gone by when that same feeling prevailed walking down 
Woodward Avenue after a movie date— then walking several 
blocks to the old Ginger Ale plant at the foot of the Detroit 

River to treat your date to a five cents soft-drink 

_ * 

AND ALONG THE way you could window' shop In those 
days the windows were free of steel bars to thwart break-ins. 

Those days are long gone, not only in Detroit and other 
major cities in our land— but now a slow inching threat 
to suburbia. 

At the franchise type eating places in Toronto I didn’t see 
one security officer — the same code prevailed at major 
shopping centers markets. 

In a way I was envious of the Canadians of Toronto- 
envious of their ability to move about in Ontario's central city 
with no fear of street crime. 

AND BACK HERE across the friendliest international 
border in the world, stores and businesses are forced to bar 
their windows-and hire security officers to keep the peace 
and to assure customers of their safety while shopping. 

Even more disturbing is the mis guided belief that crime is 
a central city problem— that it does not exist in suburbia. 
Just visit the local police station and you’ll see the men in 
blue working around the clock to preserve the peace. 

As for the drug menace, that too is not a menace solely the 
property of the central city. The use of drugs has found its 
way into suburbia and even more damaging— into the hands 
of unsuspecting young persons still in school 

AND IN THESE TRYING times it is most difficult for a 
parent to preach about morality, law and order, honesty, and 
the threat of dangerous drugs— but we must not repeat what 
some of my fellow adult friends declare: "You’re out of 
step times are changing and people want individual 
freedom to do as they please, etc...” 

The kind of freedom concerned Americans want is freedom 
from fear, freedom from corruption in government, freedom 
from a slanted news media, and mores o— freedom from the 
peddlers of despair who sell mind crippling drugs to our 
young unsuspecting Americans 

Those three days in Toronto were refreshing, yet it’s 
always a good feeling when you’re back across the Am- 
bassador Bridge let’s say I have faith in the future and in 
the young people of this land who want to preserve it for 
children— and my grandchildren 

And as Congressman F'ord stated: "We must work to 
restore the American people’s badly shattered faith...”

NOTICE OF HEARING ON A CONSERVATION PROGRAM 
INVOLVING GAS RATE SCHEDULES 


On August 21, 1973. Michigan 
Consolidated Gas Company applied 4o 
the Michigan Public Service Commis- 
sion for approval of a program for the 
conservation of natural gas by means of 
promoting insulation of residences 
heated by natural gas. (Case No. 
U-4404.) 

The application states that large 
numbers of the Company’s residential 
space heating customers reside in older 
houses which do not have insulation 
meeting current standards established 
by the Federal Housing Administration. 
A study by the Company indicates that 
installation of 6 inches of ceiling insula- 
tion in a typical two-story, uninsulated 
house built in Detroit prior to 1910 
would reduce the quantity of natural 
gas used for heating by about 17 per- 
cent ; and that addition of 4 1 inches of 
ceiling insulation in a typical two-storv 
house built in the Detroit area after 
1940 with 1C inches of ceiling insula- 
tion would reduce the quantity of 
natural gas used for heating by about 
10 percent. 

The application states that in view 
of the critical current shortage of 
natural gas and other forms of energy 
in Michigan and throughout the 
country, conservation of natural gas 
used for residential space heating is in 
the public interest and in the interest 
of Michigan Consolidated’s customers. 

The program which Michigan Consol- 
idated proposes for promoting insulation 
would include a major effort to com- 
municate to the public the need for 
conservation of natural gas and the 
contribution which home insulation 
can make to that goal. The Company

would employ advertising in press, 
radio, and television together with 
direct mail to customers and use of its 
outdoor signs and the message boards 
carried by its vehicles. It would prepare 
brochures and make them available 
through its offices and through insula- 
tion contractors. 

The Company would urge home- 
owners to install insulation themselves 
or to hire a contractor to do so. The 
Company would also offer, on a non- 
profit basis to the Company, to arrange 
for the installation, in residential 
premises owned by any qualified res- 
idential space heating customer, of 
ceiling insulation meeting the most 
recent FHA standard. A residential 
space heating customer would qualify 
for the program if he is not in arrears in 
payment of his gas bill Where the 
Company thus arranged for installa- 
tion. it would finance up to 80 percent 
of the cost of the insulation over a 
pcrir>d of up to 36 months, at an interest 
rate of 1 percent per month on unpaid 
balance The Company would not itself 
sell insulation or install insulation, but 
would subcontract the work to dealers 
and contractors. 

The application asks the Michigan 
Public Service Commission pursuant 
to Section 63 of 1969 PA 305 ML LA 
24.263 > to issue its ruling declaring that 
the proposed program is a utility 
function within the scope of the service 
rendered by Michigan Consolidated as 
a public utility, and that the cost 
thereof is a proper charge to utility cost 
of service, to be reflected in rales here- 
after prescribed for Michigan Consol- 
idated The application further asks the 


Commission pursuant to Section 7 of 
1919 PA 419 (I.fCLA 460.57) to 
approve amendments to the Com- 
pany’s Schedule ol Rules. Regulations 
and Rales for Gas Service (MPSC No. 
3). Under the proposed amendments 
payments owed the Company for in- 
stallation of insulation would become

Just from visiting the dairy 
case at the supermarket, you 
know that a shopper can 
choose from milk in several 
forms But did you realize that 
there are this many? 

Whole Fresh Fluid Milk- 

Whole milk is defined in 
many states as milk that 
contains not less than 3 25 per 
cent milk fat and not less than 
8.25 per cent milk solids-non- 
fat Most of the whole fluid 
milk sold in the United States 
is pasteurized and 
homogenized. 

Raw Milk— Milk that 
receives no heat treatment is 
called raw milk 

Certified Milk-Since 1893, 
certification on the container 
has meant that conditions 
under which the milk was 
produced and distributed 
conform with the high stan- 
dards for cleanliness 
established by the American 
Association of Medical Milk 
Commissions 

This milk may be raw or 
pasteurized. It may be 
homogenized and vitamin D 
fortified. 

Fortified Milks — These 
contain added amounts of one 
or more of the essential 
nutrients usually found in 
milk 

Concentrated Milks — Fresh, 
frozen, evaporated, con- 
densed. and dried milks are in 
this category. Water from the 
milk is removed un- 
der carefully controlled 
conditions of heat and 
vacuum The milk is recon- 
stituted by restoring the 
water 

Skim Milk— Fat is removed 
from whole milk by cen- 
trifugation to produce skim 
milk. The resulting fat content 
is usually 0.1 per cent, 
although it may vary slightly. 
Slates set their standards, 
which vary from 8 0 to 9.25 per 
cent as the minimum for total 
solids in skim milk The 
product is pasteurized. 

Two Per Cent Milk — This 
milk is named for the fact that 
it contains 2 per cent milk fat 
It is pasteurized and 
hnmogoniz.ed, and made from 
U»lh fresh whole milk and 
skim milk It ma> be enriched 
by adding milk solids-non-fat 
and various vitamin and 
mineral preparations 

Cultured Milks— Prepared 
from pasteurized or sterilized 


milk, cultured milks include a 
variety of products the best 
known of which is buttermilk 
Certain desirable bacterial 
cultures have been added 
These grow under controlled 
conditions of sanitation, 
inoculation and temperature 
to yield the desired cultured 
milk. 

Flavored Milk and Milk 
Drinks— Whole milk plus 
syrup or powder containing a 
wholesome flavoring agent 
and sugar is a flavored milk 
In contrast, a flavored milk is 
skim or partially skimmed 
milk similarly flavored and 
sweetened. Flavored milk and 
milk drinks are pasteurized 
and usually homogenized.

Saving energy at home important 


it takes only a few- minutes 
and a few simple preparations 
to “winterize" a house, make 
sure the furnace is operating 
properly, and keep the home 
heating system operating 
efficiently throughout the cold 
weather 

Lack of insulation is a major 
cause of heat loss, an un- 
comfortably “cold” house, 
and high fuel bills. 

Since heat rises, cracks and 
crevices under the roof are 
usually responsible for the 
greatest heat loss. 

IF THE ATTIC is not in- 
sulated. a four inch thickness 
of insulating material placed 
between the rafters provided 
an adequate insulation. In- 
sulation placed between the 
overhead joists or tacked 
inside the roof, also saves 
heat — 1 

If cold drafts are entering 
through corners, windows, 
doors or other areas, seal the 
areas. 


Each day, the average 
American family uses double 
the amount of energy it used 
in the 1950's, and 12 times 
more energy than the average 
world energy consumption.

Energy waste 
costs plenty 

The heating and cooling of buildings requires about one 
sixth of the total energy expended in the United States. 

Much of this energy is wasted because buildings are so 
poorly insulated that heat is lost in winter and air con- 
ditioning equipment runs overtime in summer. 

This applies to most older homes and commercial 
buildings, and surprisingly, occurs in many new structres as 
well, the researchers find. 

WASTED ENERGY may cost the nation as much as two 
billion dollars annually. 

Insulation specialists point out that such things as better 
home insulation, storm windows and more efficient heating 
and cooling units can greatly reduce fuel costs. Savings can 
amount to over $100 a year in the average size home. 

It is estimated 50 percent of homes 15 years old or older 
have no insulation at all and nearly all homes are 
inadequately insulated by today's standards. 

As with almost everything else, fuel costs for the consumer 
have been rising and are expected to continue in the future. 

Fuel economists predict that the price for gas, electricity 
and heating oil will increase at an annual average rate of 
about eight percent At this rate, fuel prices will double in ten 
years. 

HERE ARE SOME recommendations from the specialists 
on how consumers can lower fuel and air conditioning costs 
and at the same time do theri bit to cut down on air pollution. 

—Use weather stripping, wherever necessary. 

—Make sure your house is well caulked. (Heat loss from 
“air leakage" can easily account for 15-20 percent of the 
family’s heating bill;. 

—Check insulation Attics should have a six inch layer of 
good insulation, and walls three and one-half inches. Floors 
located over “crawl spaces” also need three and one-half 
inches. 

The researchers say solar energy' is perhaps 25 years in the 
future. In the meantime, they suggest we should do what we 
can to conserve conventional energy... and in the process, 
save some money.

Use wood sculpture 

Liven entry , 


Entry courts and palios 
often offer opportunities for 
brightening large expanses of 
walls with wood or metal 
sculpture and lessening the 
visual scale with decorative 
wood frames attached to the 
walls. 

Older two-story houses, new 
split-levels and townhouses 
often have tall, wide walls that 
will benefit from such an 
application and the expense, 
time and effort involved can 
be quite small. 

The entry court of one 
suburban townhouse 
presented a tall wall paneled 
with lightly stained western 
cedar rough-sawn boards and 


facing the doorway and living 
room window's. 

T1IE VERTICAL lines of the 
boards, plus their grain and 
texture made a handsome 
wall, but the unbroken height 
did little to enhance the in- 
timacy of the protected court, 
and otherwise charming 
sitting area 

A vertical, rectangular 
frame of one by two - inch 
western wood surrounding a 
free form sculpture was 
added near the center of the 
wall, minimizing the height by 
supplying interest near 
normal eye-level. 

Shelves holding a grouping 
of potted plants can be sub- 
stituted for a sculpture, if the

wall does n l face a too-hot sun 
in the afternoon, and if the 
plants can be watered without 
staining the hoard siding 

A larger horizontal frame of 
one by four inch boards was 
attached to the wall, several 
feet in from the ends, three 
feet up from the ground and 
five feet from roof line, again 
visually shrinking the wall’s 
dimensions 

WESTERN PINE. fir. 
spruce or hemlock all are 
well-suited for this use, and 
are easily stained or painted a 
darker color to lend contrast 

A bench of two by two-inch 
fir with two by four facing was 
added along the wall. Three 
one by three foot “windows" 
behind the bench were made 
of colored decorative glass 
framed with one by twos and 
attached directly to the wall. 

Planter boxes built onto the 
bench and shrubs and other 
plantings in a strip edging the 
aggregate patio add color to 
the area and help soften the 
board fence separating units.

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Area legislator to sponsor 
public officials conduct 


An area legislator said he 
will sponsor a bill to the 
Michigan House of 
Representatives to regulate 


the conduct and activities of 
public officials and employes. 

State Rep Gary Owen (R- 
Van Buren) said: “This bill is 


part of several being in- 
troduced concerning the 
ethics of state officials. 

“Recent events which have 
left questions in the minds of 
the citizens of this state have 
prompted me to sponsor this 
legislation Commonly 
referred to as the “Public 
Disclosure Bill,’ this bill would 
require the disclosure of all 
economic interests of public 
officials and their 
families. ” “Under the 
provisions of the bill, all public 
officials would have to submit 
a written statement 
describingnthe ethics com- 
mission” the Democrat said. 
“The ethics commission is 
created through the bill to 
make the rules and police the 
act. Gifts to public officials 
also will be forbidden if the 
bill becomes law.”

The legislation covers all 
elected public officials, plus 
those appointed who earn 
more than $10,000 annually. 

The official would have to 
disclose all economic interests 
held by him or a member of 
his household, Owen said. In 
addition, all creditors to whtfrrf 
he owes money in excess of 
$1,000 would have to be listed. 
This information would be 
made available to the public 
on demand through the ethics 
commission. 

“I feel it is very important 
to pass reform elec- 
tion legislation such as this in 
order to restore the faith of the 
people in our elected and 
appointed officals,” Owen 
said. I believe this bill will be 
an aid to ending the tarnished 
faith of these citizens and 
voters.”

Strike 

doesn't stop 
grid teams

When a history or math teacher or most any other teacher 
goes out on strike, a high school football coach told me a 
couple of weeks ago, he really doesn’t lose as much as when a 
football coach goes out. 


The football coach argued that the history teacher could 
make up for lost time, while the football coach and his 
players could never make up that time. 

Now, six area prep football coaches are faced with the 
possibility that their seasons will be shortened because of 
teachers’ strikes in their respective' school districts. Those 
coaches are Gary Humphrey (Garden City East), Bob 
Draheim (Garden City West), ArniceC. James (Inkster) and 
Jim Stallings (Romulus), Ken Kaestner (Livonia Churchill) 
and George Lovich (Livonia Franklin). 

All six coaches realize that there is a particular Michigan 
High School Athletic Association rule that states, in part, 
prep teams must practice 15 days in succession (not counting 
holidays and weekends) to be eligible to play their first 
game. 

AT ROMULUS team captains have taken over the role of 
coaches. But no one knows how long that will last. Says 
Stallings: “It would be a shame for the kids to be hurt after 
they have worked so hard all these weeks and in this hot 
weather. We re hoping that this thing will be resolved as soon 
as possible.’’ 

Apparently the Garden City board of education and the 
Garden City Education Association, which represents the 
teachers in that school district have found a working formula 
that will not hurt the football players during the strike. 

“So far the board and GCEA have understood the coaches 
and players’ positions and are keeping the kids and our 
program in mind,’’ said Humphrey, “they’re allowing us to 
stick with our team. 

“And. of course, I’m really happy about it,” Humphrey 
said. 

DRAHEIM also was pleased with “the enlightened stand 
taken by both the school administration and the GCEA.” 

“During such times as these you hear a great deal of 
verbiage from both sides about what’s best for the kids and 
I’m pleased as a person who is honestly interested in kids to 
see the enlightened position that has been taken by the school 
administration and the GCEA. 


“Obviously if either side had ordered the cessation of 
athletics the only ones who would be hurt would be the 
athletes. As of this evening my principal, Mr. Niland, has 
informed me that we have the legal backing from the ad- 
ministration to run our football program. 


“The only stipulation made by the administration is we 
can’t utilize school buildings or facilities during the regular 
school hours,” the West High coach said. 

Draheim pointed out that the GCEA also has given the 
green light to practice, recognizing the unique situation as 
coaches. 

“I’m very pleased about it,” Draheim added 

Draheim said he was once involved in a teachers’ strike at 
Flint Central a few years back and “we were ordered out by 
both sides and nobody suffered except the athletes.” 

FROM PERSONAL experience we learned that actions 
and reactions to strikers and administrations have a lot to do 
with the length of a strike. The longer the strike, the greater 
the hostility. 

Let’s hope that the strikes are resolved quickly and without 
malice. For, if they are not, then the problems occur and the 
language isn’t as gentle.
